Salle has been in office two years 
and has been goading his depart­ 
m ental directors for months to get 
their budget requests to his of­ 
fice early.

furnish most of the financial head­ 
aches the law m akers experience 
while they try to com e up with 
their own final draft of the budget 
which will f8nance state opera-ti 
ons through June 30, 1963.

Blood Stains Linked 
To Scene of Slaying 


CINCINNATI (A P ) — New ev i­ 
dence has shifted the death scene 
a dozen m iles on the controversial 
Edythe Klumpp murder case, and 
laboratory reports add new com ­ 
plications.

wom an’s eyeglasses 
and 
a 
piece of necklace, linked to Mrs. 
Louise Bergen, 32, have set the 
place she died as a dead-end road 
in Anderson Twp. 


But 
a 
blood-stained 
pair 
of 
child’s shorts also was found with 
the eyeglasses, and police reported 
Sunday lab tests showed the blood 
of type O. 


Police 
records 
indicated 
Mrs 
Klumpp 
and 
Mrs. 
Bergen 
both 
had type A blood. 


The evidence had been unrec­ 
ognized in the files of C. Watson 
Hover, Hamilton County prosecu­ 
tor. until it w as linked to the case 
last week. 


Gov. 
M ichael V. DiSalle, who 
com m uted Mrs. 
Klumpp’s death 
sentence to life in prison, rousing 
a controversy, contended the new 
evidence supported her revised ac 
count of Mrs. B ergen’s death. 


This account, given to DiSalle 
while 
Mrs. 
Klumpp 
was 
under 
sodium am vtal, a so-called truth 
serum , im plicated Mrs. B ergen’s 
estranged husband, William, with 
whom Mrs. Klumpp was living. 


Prosecutor Hover said Sunday 
he would not reopen the case. He 
said 
an 
investigator had talked 
anew with Bergen, who now lives 
in W ashington. D.C., and reported 
to Hover he w as convinced B er­ 
gen was truthful. 


William 
B ayes, 
a 
Cincinnati 
builder, said Saturday he found 
the evidence near dark on the 
day Mrs. Bergen died. 


Bayes said he also saw a car 
drive away from the site with a 
man apparently at the wheel, but 
he could not see if there was any­ 
one else in the car or what kind 
of auto it was. 
In Columbus, Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle said at his Monday press 
conference that he would seek ac 
tion if the prosecutor did not. 
‘ We are going to wait and see 
what the prosecution does," the 
governor told newsmen. 
DiSalle did 
not indicate what 
hiw own m ove might be. He e x ­ 
pressed belief that Mrs. Klumpp’s 
attorney could seek a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus in federal court in 
order to introduce any new ev i­ 
dence. 
Commenting on 
the

dence, DiSalle said: 
‘’Ti'is is one of the reasons why 
we are going to introduce a bill 
in P'e legislature to Hermit a court 
to receive new evidence in

NEW YORK (A P )—Battered by 
a howling winter storm , an Air 
Force radar tower collapsed and ! 
disappeared with 28 men aboard i 
in heavy seas 80 m iles southeast * 
of New York City Sunday night. 
R escue ships and aircraft raced j 
to the scene, but found no stir- | 
vivors 
from 
the 
six-story-high 
structure that was part of the Air 
F orce’s early warning system . 
A m attress, a life ring, an oil 
slick 
and debris were the only 
clues to the tragedy. 
The first hint that the l l Air 
Force men and 14 civilian work 
ers were in trouble aboard the 
structure—called a Texas Tower 
—cam e at 7:15 p m. when a Navy 
shin picked up a distress signal. 
The 
vessel, 
the 
"Talk-17,” 
a 
Navy ship that suoplied the tow­ 
er, w as only 12 m iles away when 
it 
received the "May D ay” or 
SOS. 
For IO susoenseful minutes, the 
shin— fighting high winds and 35- 
foot w aves—maintained radar and 
radio 
contact 
with 
the 
doomed 
tower. Suddenly, the tow er’s ra­ 
dar im age disappeared 
There were two life boats at 
the tower and searchers hope sur­ 
vivors w ere able to escape. 
Th 
aircraft carrier Wasp, ac­ 
com panied by two destroyers, was 
about 80 m iles from the scene 
The 
big 
flattop took charge of 
rescue attem pts as Coast Guard 
cutters and other ships joined the 
search.

General Fund Has 
$23,602 Balance 


The City of Circleville, not rich, 
but solvent, wound up 1960 with t 
general fund balance of $23,602.74. 
That compares with a 1959 
year • end b a l a n c e of around 
$27,000. So, for the year, the city 
spent about $3,000 more than it 
took in. 
One reason for the deficit spend­ 
ing was the small amount of in­ 
heritance taxes collected during 
1960 by the city government. Only 
$6,940 came into the treasury last 
year, as compared to $15,637 in 
1959; $29,367 in 1958 and $4,801 in 
1957.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Heavy 
drains on Ohio’s unemployment 
compensation fund confront ma­ 
jority Republicans with a dilemma 
before the new legislative session 
realy gets rolling. 
The predicament stems from a 
GOP desire to avoid new taxes 
this session and 
a longing by 
Democrats to discredit such a 
potential campaign issues. 
Federal officials and unionists 
assert that rapidly rising jobless 
benefit payments are lowering the 
level of the fund 
from 
which 
they are made at an alarming 
rate. 
They claim that increased taxes 
on contributing employers will be 
necessary to maintain solvency of 
the fund if unemployment mounts, 
as they expect, and the legisla­ 
ture approves proposals for ex­ 
tra benefits. 
Three bills already are pending 
to extend the jobless compensa­ 
tion limit from 26 to 39 weeks, 
one of them permanently. Spon­ 
sors are pressing for early pass­ 
age after failure of last month’s 
special lame-duck session to aet. 
An 
Ohio 
AFL - CIO 
Council 
spokesman said the state's tax 
rate 
for 
employers 
has 
been 
under the national average since 
1942. He pointed to a national av­ 
erage of 1.9 and estimated the 
Ohio average for last year at 1.5 
“If they had been paying what 
they should have been paying,’ 
he said, “there would be no ques 
tion about the solvency of the fund 
today.” 
The employers have received a 
series of rate reductions and in 
1953 the minimum was lowered 
from .3 to .1 per cent. The aver­ 
age Ohio rate in 1953 was 1.03 
per cent. In 1958, the average was 
.75 per cent but it jumped to 1.4 
per cent in 1959. 
And in 1959 they got a .5 per

“merit rating” formula. About 2.4 
million Ohio workers are “cover­ 
ed.” 
The fund built by employer pay­ 
ments stood above $686 million at 
the start of 1954 but shrank to 
about $311 million at the end of 
1960. 
BUC officials said the explana 
tion is simple. Benefit payments 
from the fund exceeded employer 
contributions almost every year. 
During the 1958 recession, collet; 
tion totaled $66 million and bene 
fit payments nearly $275 million.

Apart from reading Cleveland 
Amory’’* book on th* decay of Am 
erican society, I read the learned 
sociological study of Lee Morti­ 
mer on “Women Confidential ’, a 
s u b j e c t on which no one know s 
too much. I envy these men who 
know the ins and outs of eveTybo- 
dy’s lives and th* g o i n g s and 
c o m i n g s of various celebrities. 
They must have a wonderful time 
staying up all night and sleeping 
all day. 
Wickedness is not my special 
line, although I often deal with pol­ 
itician* But I am alway* aatomsh- 
ed at how many d e c e n t people 
there in the world who mind their 
own business. 
Not this fellow, Lee Mortimer, is 
a very’ fine person and if I were in 
need, I can i m a g i n e no one 
who would come to my rescue 
sooner, but why doe* he wallow in 
sheer wickedness as he does in 
this book? 
Well, there is no telling about 
human beings. The other day, I 
read somewhere that I was mean, 
which really I cannot be. It is true 
that I am a suspicious person but 
then, that is an occupational dis 
ease. Old reporters were trained to 
be suspicious. They always thought 
of the old man who gave little girls 
candy. They looked upon all polit­ 
icians as such. 
They saw a reformer and won­ 
dered what he got out of his re­ 
form. They dug in all the muck of 
t h e i r day. *n»ey toppled great 
reputations with small tattle. They 
wore the guardians of the people, 
the bribunes in the f o r u m . It 
was a glorious profession and the 
cynical f e a r e d lest their senti­ 
mentality be exposed. 
Then came the day of giving ev­ 
eryone the benefit of the doubt. 
Therefore, little was dug up but as 
on* e d i t o r said, “ It will be a 
great s t o r y when we get it.” 
One politely aits and wait* for th* 
truth to become available. And if 
the truth never becomes avail­ 
able. what then’ 
It is, of course, a question and I 
think Cleveland Amory answers 
it quite fully in his enormous tome 
“ Who Killed Society?” which is so 
truly dead. 
And yet, let me tell you of a won­ 
derful experience I had on New 
Year s Eve. I went to th* house of 
a great lady who belonged when it 
was 
something to belong. 
And 
t h e r e was gathered a fine com­ 
pany of quietly distinguished per­ 
sons. And when the moment of 
midnight approached, th* lights 
were put out, a window was open­ 
ed. the g u e s t s were silent ex­ 
cept for th* playing of a piano in 
flew out: th* new year flww in. 
The window was shut; the lights 
went on. We bade each e t h e r a 


happy New Year with whatever 
affection. And we were jolly but 
not noisy. 
It was a novel ceremony which 
my hostess had known since she 
was a little girl many decades ago 
when her mother pursued it. 
There is much peace and beauty 
in this world in many places that 
are not publicized. In fact, this is 
the real strength of our country 
w h i c h is strong despite all the 
trickeries of politicians and con 
Hiving persons who fight not for 
the w h o l e of what we are but 
ofr some little part of us which 
they fill. 
I was thinking of that the other 
day when I listened to a recording 
of Dimitri Tiomkin’a music for 
John Wayne’s picture, “ The Ala 
mo” . I listened to a recording of 
Dimmy’s music and realized how 
this country can sear an alien’s 
soul, so that he becomes a part 
of us. 
It is authentic American music: 
not this horrible beat thing called 


rock-n-roll. but music that makes 
you want to sing as we sung the 
tunes of Stephen Foster or of Gus 
Edwards. 
A European journalist writes to 
me, asking why President - elect 
Kennedy appoints so many school 
teachers to big jobs. 
Ihad not n 
iced that but if it is so, it might b 
because what the man knows he 
got from teachers who mhe re 
spects. 
The Europeans speak of an in 
tellectual as though he were really 
something special. The woods are 
full of intellectuals and even intell­ 
igent folks here. I know some sim­ 
ple gals, f r i e n d s of mine, who 
rattle away in three or four lan- 
been evrywhere. majored in this 
or that and wash their own dishes. 
This is a country without real 
class distinctions, although a few 
that Amory writes about or Morti­ 
mer ridicules would prefer to be 
what never can be. 
Am I mean? Say not so. It is too 
close to Christmas.

The search for more w ater also 
goes on in the older fields of 
conserving rainfall and controlling 
runoffs

rivers.

funds for such developments and 
also for preventing pollution of 
stream s or for purifying them. 
Industry's stake is high since 
industrial use of w ater is growing

CLEVELAND (AP) — In the 
paint 
storage 
room 
under 
the 
tigers, leopards and gorillas at 
Cleveland Zoo, a big brass bell 
has been gathering dust for n ear­ 
ly 20 years. 
Now, said Dr. Leonard J. Goss, 
zoo director, it is the object of 
more telephone inquiries than Mr. 
Fox gets on April Fool's Day. 
The bell. 18 inches high and 24 
inches in diam eter, was installed 
in 1896 as a warning signal at the 
central viaduct. That was one year 
after a streetcar crashed through 
the open gates of the bridge with 
loss of 17 lives. 
When the viaduct was tom down 
in 1943, the bell was given by the 
city to the zoo for use in a pro­ 
posed bird building to tell zoo 
visitors to start clearing out f o r 
closing time. But the zoo now has 
a carillon in the bird building and 
a loudspeaker system tells visitors 
closing hour is nigh. 
So on Thursday, the zoo an ­ 
nounced the bell was up for adop­ 
tion. 
“ We were overwhelmed by the 
response,” said Dr. Goss. “ And 
th at's an understatem ent.” 
One of the persons who called 
the zoo was Joseph Knapp, who 
said he used to cross the old via­ 
duct in a horse and buggy and 
“ whenever the guard w asn’t look­ 
ing, I rang the bell—it had such 
a beautiful tone.” Knapp said he’d 
searched everywhere for the bell. 
Knapp wanted it for a children’s 
cam p, and so did William Stanton, 
a Painesville automobile dealer. 


whose grandfather was one of the 
17 streetcar accident victims. 
Here’s a sam pling of why other 
callers want the hell: 
King Lutheran Church in North 
Olmsted—for a 
bell tower they 
will add to a new building, if they 
get it. 
Lake Erie Junior Museum—for 
display.

Mrs. Rose Kennedy agrees it is I 
every American mother’s privilege J 
to dream that her son will grow up I 
to be President. 
But of President • elect John F. 
Kennedy, she says now: 
“ When you think of all the re- j 
sponsibilities. . . ” 
Mrs. K e n n e d y admits t h a t. j 
among her sons, her eldest seemed 
the most likely choice. 
“ Joseph Jr. 
was the one 
we i 
thought would go into politics,” she 
says. “ Jack always thought he'd I 
be a writer, or perhaps the head of 
a boys’ school in the country. He 
thought companionship with stu­ 
dents and books would be a fine 
life. It certainly would ba a quieter 
one.” 
But Joseph Jr., a Navy lieuten­ 
ant and pilot, was killed when his 
plane blew up in World W’ar II. 
T h e attractive Mrs. Kennedy, 
mother of 9 children and grand­ 
mother of 18, has seen one son el­ 
ected president, another, Robert, 
named attorney - general. A third, 
Ted, was a mainstay of the Ken­ 
nedy 
presidential campaign and 
has just finished a fact - finding 
tour of Africa. All t h r e e definite­ 
ly are in politics. 
And Rose Kennedy herself hit 
the campaign trail last fall for her 
son. 
“ Of course I didn’t discuss polit­ 
ics.” she says. “ I leave t h a t for 
the expert.” 
At 70. she’s trim - figured and 
looks years younger. 
Daily four-mile walks have kept 
her agile. She still plays golf and 
ice skates when she has a chance 
and “ for years they couldn’t beat 
me in tennis.” She draws the line 
at participating in the fam ily’s 
touch football. 
Rose Kennedy has always been 
wrapped up in her children. 
“ People used to feel sorry for me 
because I was having so many chil­ 
dren. I m a d e up my m i n d I 
wouldn’t give anyone the opportun­ 
ity to feel sorry for me — or my 
children.” 


She loves babies — 
“ When you look at your baby — 
what an awe - insoiring moment 
that is. You can form his charac­ 
ter, his way of life. 
“ And when you have more ad­ 
vantages, it’s more difficult. When 
you have a choice of schools, or 
trips abroad at a certain age, then 
you have to make many more de­ 
cisions about what’s best for him". 
And she loves large families — 
“ You might as well sit in a nur­ 
sery with two children as one. and 
if you’re taking two to see “ Hansel

Then when the children are older, 
they will come to you with t h e i r 
problems. Some boys of 17 or 18 
can’t talk to their parents. But my 
boys could talk to their father. He 
a l w a y s said to them? ‘Come 
clean, tell me all of it. If you don’t 
I won’t know how to help.’ And 
they told him.” 
Rose Kennedy was the debutante 
eldest daughter of John Fitzgerald, 
former U. 
S. 
Congressman and 
mayor of B o s t o n, for whom the 
President was named. As a girl, 
she traveled widely with her father, 
who died a decade or so ago. Her 
mother is still living. 
When she l o o k s back on h e r 
childhood and marriage to Joseph 
P. Kennedy in 1914, she says: 
“ Ive had such a thrilling life. 
And being a Catholic has been a 
tremendous help. A strong belief is 
the most wonderful thing that can 
happen to you. The fact that I've 
had one has given me a certain 
stability. But don’t say I have forti­ 
tude. That makes me sound so san­ 
ctimonious. 
“ Life seems more involved than 
when I was a girl. Children have 
so much more freedom now. That’s 
why children who have had religi­ 
ous training and had the#r charact­ 
ers formed when they’re young are 
pretty level - headed when they’re 
grown up and on their own.” 
She doesn’t thing being mother of 
the President is going to make 
much difference in her life. 
She still works hard for charity. 
Right now this is taking the form 
of making .speeches for women’s 
clubs trying to raise money for 
their 
f a v o r i t e 
charities. 
“ I 
talk about life in England when I 
was there in the ’30s with my hus­ 
band, the ambassador. It’s fun and 
I enjoy it.”
